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his birth. It will be in the recollection of our read- 
ers in what warm terms the great traveller writes, 
in the introductory chapter of his “ South Africa,” 
of the qualities of head and heart possessed by many 
vf the humble people of his native village. The 
following little incident has been published by Mr. 
John Rankin, of Glasgow: “ Livingstone and I, 
when boys, wrought as piecers in the Blantyre Mills, 
he being a little older than I—he was the big piecer 
and I was the wee one—the big piecers always hav- 
ing double the wages of the wee ones. The pro- 
prietors of the mills did not allow any of their em- 
ployes to walk on the banks of the Clyde in the vi- 
cinity of their cotton works. Poor David was one 
afternoon caught taking a solitary stroll on the forbid- 
den path, with his book of travels in bis hand, which 
was his wont todo. He had no companions, asso- 
ciated with no boys of his own age. I was the only 
one that he at atime took a stroll with, and that 
was but seldom, for it was his hobby to walk alone 
on the banks of Clyde and other minor streams and 
glens, and at all times with some useful book in his 
hand; and for having disobeyed his employers’ or- 
ders, by having walked on the bonnie banks of Clyde, 
although the property was in no wise theirs, he got 
his choice of submitting to a fine of £2 or leave the 
work. It is needless to say he left, for he had a 
noble spirit in his youth, which he carried with him 
round the world, even unto death; and may his 
spirit now rest in peace with his God, is the sincere

During the great French Revolution a daring col- 


lector, Dufourny, used to get up in the darkness of 


the night and take down from the walls the bills 
posted there in day-time, which it was forbidden to 
touch under penalty of death. The collection 
which he thus formed at the imminent peril of his 
life is now in the British Museum, as well as a very 
curious collection of the posters of 1848. M. Fir- 
min Maillard, no doubt at less risk, has imitated Du- 
fourny during the siege of Paris and the reign of the 
Commune (1870-71.)

P.S.—Upon first inspection this would 
appear to be a tombstone, but in the posi- 
tion in which a grave would be in such a 
case there was a large tree; and although 
I was a boy when I first saw it, I feel 
quite positive that the words * founded a 
monastery’” were then upon it.

£pitaphs.—Will some antiquarian read- 
ers of the Bisiiopo.ist enlighten me to a 
right understanding of the use, common in 
the last century, of inscribing dates upon 
tombstones in fractional numbers ? 


In the old burying-ground at Connecticut 
Farms, New Jersey—a place of some his- 
torical note in Revolutionary annils—is to 
be found several stones with a similar 
record of dates as the following: ‘ Here 
Lyes Ye Body of Susannah, wife Nathaniel 
Bonnell.—Decd. Feby Ye 12, 1 & 33, in 
Ye 84 Year of her age.” I should be 
pleased to learn what year this was, as | 
have puzzled over it not a little without 
being able to make it out. 

Among the curious epitaphs found in 
this ancient bone-yard is one which I do 
not remember to have seen in print, but 
which is odd enough perhaps to preserve 
amongst quaint specimens of grave-stone 
literature: 

Reader, pass on, nor waste your time 

On bad biography or bitter rhyme ; 

For what I am this cumberous clay insures, 
And what I was is no affair of yours. 

This citation marks the grave of the 
erratic Ichabod Woodruff, whose eccen- 
tricities have been handed down to the old 
villagers amongst the many legends of this 
settiement. Ichabod becoming weary of 
the cares and tribulations of this mundane 
sphere, resolved upon his own ‘taking 
off,” just previous to which his blasphemy 
and wit was guilty of perpetrating the fol- 
lowing as he passed hurriedly by the sexton 
of the old church: 

Old Bob Wade, go toll the bell, 
For Ichabod Woocruff is going to hell.

SAVANNAH IN 1779; As Described

Such is the title of a quarto volume, printed in 
handsome style by Munsell for the translator and an- 
notator, Col. Charles C. Jones, Jr., of this city. 

The first journal—which Col. Jones has specially 


annotated—so far as has been ascertained, exists 


only in manuscript, and until now has never been 


given to the public. It was purchased at the Lu- 


zarche sale, in Paris, on the first of March, 1869, 
and came into the possession of Mr, J. Carson Bre- 
voort, of Brooklyn, whose library—as many of our 


readers know 





is so rich in rare, valuable and inter- 
esting treasures. The present was evidently a con- 


temporaneous document, and seems to have been 
penned, from day to day, by some prominent officer 
in the land army of D’Estaing, who participated in 
and had an intelligent appreciation of the events of 
which he speaks. Commencing with the appear- 
ance of D’Estaing in the roadstead of Basse-Terre, 
on the rgth of July, 1779, it minutely describes the 
preliminary movements of the fleet, the landing upon 
the Georgia coast, the advance upon Savannah, the 
daily progress of the siege, the brave and unsuccess- 
ful assault of the gth of October, the losses sus- 
tained, the retreat, the evacuation, and the return of 
the ships. The names of all French officers killed 
and wounded during the siege are given, and the 
entire details of this memorable expedition are pre- 
sented with a particularity we do not remember to 
other account.

of the volume before us consisis of a translation of 


such portions of the journal of a naval officer in the 
fleet of Count D’Estaing as relate to the siege of Sa- 
vannah, and chronicle the movements of the fleet 
antecedent to and consequent upon that event. We 
have here a vivid picture of the dangers encountered 
and the privations endured by the French vessels 
while upon the coast of Georgia. 

Happily supplementing each other, these journals 
constitute an important contribution to our Revolu-

The cases of identity of thought and ex- 
pression among poets are many and striking, 
and convict many great men of plagiarism, 
though in some cases it was doubtless an 
unconscious fault, the writer perhaps re- 
peating some proverbial expression or 
household word that required at the time 
no acknowledgment. Gray’s lines, 

“ Full many a flower is born to blush unseen,” 


And waste its sweetness on the desert air, 
are very like Pope’s in the ‘“* Rape of the 
Lock :” 

“‘ These kept my charms concealed from mortal eye,

JOHN CARTER BROWN. 


John Carter Brown, of Providence, R. 

I., died June roth, 1874, in the 77th year 
f his age. The public press of the country 

announced his decease and made fitting 
comments upon his history and worth. 
We have to speak of him as a book-man 
only, leaving the just recognition of the 
man’s admirable qualities and the catalogues 
of his acts of beneficence, to the journals 
which are not especially devoted to the 
world of books. 

It is perhaps superfluous to inform the 
readers of the Bistiopotisr that Mr. 
Brown possessed one of the few great li- 
braries in the country—not great, perhaps, 
as to bulk, but great as to its historical value 
and the number of its rarities. 

We shall give a short sketch of Mr. 
Brown as a collector, and indicate some of 
the salient points of his library by men- 
tioning a few of the more important books. 

Soon after leaving college, Mr. Brown 
visited Europe, and remained there from 
1823 to 1826. His literary inclinations led 
him to the great libraries of England, 
France, Spain, and els*where on the Con- 
tinent. We remember conversing with 
him about the famous Perkins’ sale which 
occurred last year, and that he recalled a 
visit he had made to Mr, Perkins about 
fifty years ago, on which occasion he had 
inspected the Mazarin Bible, on vellum 
(the copy which sold for £3,500). Efe 
retained a vivid recollection of the beauty 
of the work, and said that he little dreamed 
that the books would ever come under the 
hammer. 

It was at the 


period of his first 








- 
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European visit that he made his first con- 
siderable purchases of vooks relating to 
New England, including every thing that 
he could find that related to his native State 
—Rhiode Island. Fifty or sixty years ago no 
one in the United States had thought of 
making a collection of Americana, although 
Mr O. Rich, of London, and Mr. Henri 
Ternaux, of Paris, had made such collec- 
tions; but the former was a dealer in 
books, and had no sooner made his collec- 
tion (which was very large for their time) 
than he broke it up by selling. Mr. 
Ternaux’s collection consisted of books 
printed before the vear 1700. Both Rich 
and ‘Ternaux printed catalogues of al] books 
known to them which related to America, 
and their catalogues are about the best 
books of reference for mere titles that we 
have. The “Bibliotheque Americain,” of 
Ternaux, although it gives very brief titles, 
is very important and useful to the collector. 

Mr. Brown, while in London, became 
acquainted with Mr. Rich, and in the dis- 
posing of his collection exercised an excel- 
lent judgment in becoming a large pur- 
chaser. He was equally fortunate in being 
in the market when Mr. Ternaux’s collec- 
tion was sold, a collection from which he 
secured many of the rarest gems now in the 
library. Several of the works of Peter 
Marttyr—the Cortez Letters, the Oviedo’s 
and Gomaras, the Columbus and Vespucius 
Letters were secured from the collection of 
Mr. Ternaux. 

When Mr. Brown found himself in the 
possession of many of the earlier works 
relating to New England and the other 
British Colonies, he began to extend the 
scope of his collection, and to embrace in 
it works appertaining to other portions of 
America. The history of the French 
Empire in America interested him, and led 
him to seek everything appertaining to it. 
He has probably the most perfect collec- 
tion of the Jesuit Relations extant. We 
think that in the monogram of these “ Re- 
lations,” printed by Dr. O’Callaghan, it is 
stated that Mr. Brown’s set is the most 
complete known. It is the copy which be- 
longed to Mr. Ternaux, to which some six 
or eight volumes have been added. 

In our necessarily brief notice of Mr 
Brown’s collection we scarcely know what 
to select from the separate works which it 
contains. Among the “ great guns,” as 
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the enthusiastic Dibdin would say, are the 
famous collections ot De Bry and Hulsius. § 
In a visit to Mr. Brown’s library last year, 
we handled these superb volumes, and do 
not hesitate to pronounce them the fines: 
sets we ever saw. The set of De Bry, in 
the Sobolewski sale, was claimed to be the 
most perfect known, yet Mr. Brown’s set 
contains the English Hariot’s Virginia, 
which the Russian collector was without 
We will not pretend to speak of rare parts 
in this set, and will merely mention the 
total number of volumes of which it con. 
sists. After examining a few, we counted 
the volumes; the result was as follows, 
each part being bound in a_ separate 
volume: The Greater and Lesser Voyages 
—Latin, German, French and English 
editions — 8g volumes. Abridgements: 
Zigler’s, of 16173 Fitzer’s, of 1628 ; Gott. 
fried’s, of 1631 and 1655, 4 volumes 
Total, 93 volumes. The above are uni. 
formly bound in red morocco by Bedford, 
in his best style, and every volume is with- 
out a stain or other imperfection. Then 
there are of the supplementary parts (see 
“Bibliotheca Grenvilliana,” p. 193, 11 vol- 
umes, in folio. Theseare bound in vellum. 
Lastly, The Lesser or ‘Petits Voyages’ 
(uncut), 12 volumes, in green morocco 
This uncut set came from the Sobolewsk 
Library. 

Hulsius’ Collection of Voyages em- 
braces nearly every edition. Like the De 
Bry, this set is in red morocco, in 49 vols 
and is without an imperfection. 

The copies of the collection of Hakluyt, 
Purchas, Thevenot, Linschoten, Grynzus 
and Ramusio, are equally fine, and, wit 
the exception of the latter, include all the 
editions. 

We noticed copies of Champlain’s Can- 
ada, the editions of 1604, 1613, 1620, 
1627, 1632, and 1640; of Sagard’s Can 
ada, the editions of ‘632 and 1636; 0 
Lescarbot, those of 1609, 1611-12, ant 
1618; Jac. Cartier, English translation 0 
1580; Eliot’s Bible and Testament, both 
editions; Mather’s Memorable Providences 
—editions of Boston, 1689, London, 169!, 
and Edinburgh, 1697. Relating to Floridé 
are the works ot Basanier, Ribaut, L 
Challeux, Chauveton, Laudonniere, Gar¢ 
lasso de la Vega and others, printed befor 
1600, and the two editions—1775 an 
1776—of Roman’s Florida. The rar 
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tracts on the British Colonies, including 
Canada, New England, New York, Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersev, Virginia, Maryland, 
and the Carolinas—printed before 1700— 
may be counted by the hundred, and em- 
brace many in Dutch, Swedish and French. 
Of the miscellaneous tracts of tre last 
century, including those relating to the 
Revolutionary War, there are some fifteen 
hundred or more. The Remembrancer, 
in 17 volumes, is uncut. Among others 
are the ‘Affaires de |’Angleterre et de 
?Amérique,” 17 vols. 8vo,a French publi- 
cation of the same character as the Re- 
membrancer; Stedman’s History of the 
American War, 2 vols. 4to, the copy owned 
by Gen. Sir Henry Clinton, filled with his 
marginal notes; Urlsperger’s collection 
relating to the Ebenezer Colonies in 
Georgia, 18 parts, with supplement in 4 
parts; Colden’s Five Nations, editions or 
1727, 1747, 1750, and 1755. 

On Mexico, the West Indies, and South 
America the collection is very rich and 
extensive, embracing the principal Spanish 
and Portuguese historians—Peter Martyr, 
Oviedo, Las Casas, Cortez, Cieza, Benzoni, 
Garcilasso de la Vega, Gomara, Herrera, 
Lery, Galvano, Zarate, Acosta, etc., etc. 

On the aboriginal languages of Mexico 
and South America we counted no less 
than sixty separate works printed before 
1800, including the Molinasof 1555, 1571, 
and 1576. Then there are several in 
manuscript, including the Maya Dictionary 
in two quartos. The Mayas of Yucatan 
are now believed to be the descendants of 
the people who erected the great temples 
of that country, described by Stephens; 
hence, in this old dictionary, is the same 
language as that of the numerous inscrip- 
tions on the monuments. There is also a 
manuscript dictionary of the Zapoteca 
language. The Indian languages of North 
America are also well represented in the 
collection. 

Of the **Columbus Letters” there are 
copies of the seven editions printed in 
1493; four of these are genuine, and three 
lac-similes of rare or unique copies. Of 
the editions of the Vespucius letters, 
printed between 1503 and 1508, there are 
tight—viz., five in Latin, one each in Ger 
man and Dutch—the latter supposed to be 
unique. Of the ‘*Paesi Novamente 
Retrovate” there are Italian editions of 
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1505, 17, *19, and ’21; the French of 
1516, the German of 1509, and Platt Dutch 
of 150% (the latter purchased by us for Mr. 
Brown at the Sobolewski sale in 1873). 
Of the early Dutch voyages, both separate 
and in collections, the library is rich. Of 
Smith’s Virginia, in folio, there are the 
editions of 1624, :626, and 1632. Raleigh, 
Drake, Candish, Frobisher, and _ the 
English navigators are ail represented Of 
the writings of Cotton and Increase Mather, 
Roger Williams, Eliot, Hooker, John Cot- 
ton, and the Puritan writers, the library is 
well filled. We noticed also one of the two 
copies known of Franklin’s pamphiet, 
*« Liberty and Necessity,” the existence of 
which had long been doubted, 

A catalogue of Mr. Brown’s librarv, 
prepared by John R. Bartlett, with copious 
notes, was printed a few years ago in four 
imperial octavos. This superb catalogue, 
of which only fifty copies were printed, 
was never offered for sale, but was pre- 
sented to collectors of books relating to 
America, and to a few of the public 


libraries of the United States and Europe 
Six of these copies are owned by well 


known collectors in New York and Brook- 
lyn, and a seventh is in the library of the 
New York Historicat Society, so we think 
that we have a good share of the edition. 

Volume I. includes 300 titles of books 
printed between 1493 and 1600. Volume 
II., between 1601 and 1700, 1,160 titles; 
Volumes III. and 1V., between 1701 and 
1800, 4,173 titles, making 5,635, to which, 
we learn, that about 600 works have been 
added since the publication of the catalogue, 
thus making, in the aggregate, 6,235 titles 
before the year 1800. 

Although there are in the collection a 
considerable number of the publications of 
the present century, Mr. Brown never 
undertook to increase it, for the reason 
that he had no room for such large addi- 
tions, besides which, he observed to us that 
modern books could be procured, with 
comparative ease, at any time. 

Although Mr. Brown’s specialty was 
books relating to America, in which de- 
partment it may be said to be unsurpassed, 
he possessed a fine collection of the publi- 
cations of the famous Aldine Press—the 
four great national Polyglot Bibles, i. e., 
the Complutensian, printed in 1514-17 by 
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order of Ferdinand and Isabella of Spain; 
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the Paris Polyglot, in ten folios, on large 
paper; the Antwerp in six, and Walton’s, 
with Castell’s Lexicon, in eight folios 
These are all remarkasly fine copies. 
Dibdin’s several works, on large paper, etc. 
In the way ot illustrated books there are 
some choice things. We remember among 
them the following: Irving’s Life of Wash- 
ington, with upwards of 1,000 illustrations 
and autographs, in ten quartos; Marshall’s 
Washington, with about the same number 
of illustrations, in ten quartos; Boswell’s 
Johnson and Johnsoniana, in nine stout 
quartos, with an immense number ot illus- 
trations, including 117 separate portraits of 
the great lexicographer. Cunningham’s 
Lite of Nell Gwynne, inlaid and ex- 
tended to three roval folios, with 360 por- 
traits and other plates. The famous Atlas, 
folio, containing all the known portraits of 
Mary Queen of Scots, formerly the 
property of the late John Allan, for whom 
it was expressly made in London some 
thirty or torty years ago. Camden’s Life 
of Queen Elizabeth, in two folios. But 
there are other illustrated books, the names 
of which we do not now remember. 
Owing to the additions made to Mr. 
Brown’s catalogue since its issue, and the 
desire to incorporate «them, a new edition 
of the catalogue is being prepared by Mr. 
John R. Bartlett. It is to be printed with 
all the elegance and taste displayed in the 
earlier edition, and copiously illustrated 
with fac-similes of early maps, title pages, 
etc. It is worthy of remark that in this 
catalogue there has been none of that 
humbug about ‘‘a few copies printed for 
private distribution only ” of books which 
somehow or other find their way into the 
market. The only copy we know of 
being sold was Baron Sobolewski’s, which 
brought 140 thalers in Leipzig, and is now 
in the library of a New York colleetur, 
Num-rous questions have been asked 
in regard to the disposition of the library. 
It was left to his family, and it will be 
gratifying to scholars to learn that Mrs. 
Brown, to whom the library was be- 
queathed, fully understands the wishes of 
her late husband with regard to its exten- 
sion, and that it is her intention to enlarge 
it by the addition of valuable books relat- 
ing to America whenever opportunities 
offer for so doing. 
Mr. Brown was happy in having as a 





personal friend for twenty years the Hon. 
J. R. Bartlett, Secretary ot State of Rhode 
Island, a man of large bibliographical 
knowledge, who took a warm interest in 
the book affairs of Mr. Brown, and was 
equally proud of the magnificence ot the 
library with its owner. Mr. Bartlett was 
the constant adviser of Mr. Brown, and 
continually lent valuable aid in the selection 
of books, choice of editions, and observa- 
tion of the markets, giving Mr. Brown 
the advantages of observation and attention 
that he might have been more entirely able 
to exercise himself but for the vastness 
of his affairs. Indeed, Mr. Brown has 
indicated his friendship to Mr, Bartlett in 
making a bequest, the only personal bequest 
made outside of his own family. 

Mr. Bartlett, from his intimate acquaint. 
ance with the plan and scope of Mr, 
Brown’s collection and his knowledge of 
books, we think would be doing a good 
work if by some arrangement with the 
family the prosecution of the designs of the 
founder could be accomplished through his 
assistance. 

In regard to the value of the library, 
no definite sum has been ascertained. 
Mr. Brown, in his will, desired that no 
inventory of his estate should be taken. 
We venture, however, to say that an esti- 
mate of a quarter of a million dollars for the 
library would not be out of the way. 

We hope that, as the old collectors are 
passing awav, there will arise younger ones 
to follow with the same earnestness the im- 
portant pursuit of making valuable collec- 
tions on the early history of this country. 





Revue Bibliographique Universelle. (Aux Bureaux 
de la Revue.) —From the excellent number for May 
of this periodical we select the following extract from 
Brantome, Femmes Celébres: Catherine de Meédicis— 
the name of the lady who first rode on a side-saddle 
in France: “Le Roy Francois se delectoit a luy faire 
donner plaisir en la chasse, en laquelle elle n‘aban- 
donnoit jamais le Roy. et le suivoit tous jours 4 
courir: Car elle estoit fort bien 4 cheval et hardie,

The planchette was the 
straight footboard on which both feet rested, as the 
lady sat sideways on the saddle. On what we call 
the side-saddle Queen Catherine sat with her face 
forwards, and otherwise dispused as ladies are now. 
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THE TITE SALE IN LONDON. 


The “extensive, important, and valuable 
collection of books, manuscripts, autograph 
letters, and engravings, of the late Sir 
William Tite,” has: recently been sold in 
London. The collection was so important 
that our senior member was induced to at- 
tend, in the hope of purchasing some of 
the more important books for American 
buyers, but the prices realized were in gen- 
eral so much beyond his idea of their real 
value that he permitted manv things to pass, 
but his purchases included the folio Shakes- 
peares and many other objects of interest, 
and now that he is in Europe he will stay 
during the summer, and may be addressed 
in London concerning any matter of book- 
ish interest. 

The sale was the most important since 
that of Daniels, for although the tamous 
Perkins’ sale included two Mazarine Bibles, 
and other fine books which might not unapt- 
y be compared to columbiad guns, this sale 
was replete with great guns in much larger 
number. Indeed the sale may be regarded 
asevidence that the old-fashioned Biblio- 
mania is on the increase, and it is another 
certain proof that money judiciously ex- 
pended on fine books, isa mere investment 
which will assuredly repay the purchaser 
os his heirs, for this sale realized a sum 
we think fully equal to the cost of the 
books, with a large item added for interest. 

The aggregate of the sale was much 
larger than the original cost of the books, 
in many cases we cannot help thinking that 
the books sold for much beyond their value, 
and in regard to the autographs, we are 
sure that they did. A conspicuous illustra- 
tion is lot 3571, a letter by William Cob- 
bett, which sold for over £g when its cur- 
rent value was about as many shillings, a 
price almost sufficient to induce the moving 
wax figure of old Cobbett at Mme. Tussaud’s 
exhibition to commence writing letters. In 
respect to exaggerated figures the sale resem- 
bled our New York auctions, where, when 
two men are determined to possess an article, 
itsells for a price beyond all reason, The 
conclusion we draw from this and from other 
sales is, “© Go ahead, collect choice books, 
autographs, and engravings, and when you 
have ceased to need them they will sell for 
more than they have cost,” always provided 
they have been bought with good judgment. 
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Sir William Tite, amidst his numerous 
professional avocations, was an ardent book 
collector, and, having ample means at his 
command, was able to amassa large number 
of rare booksand manuscripts. The collec- 
tion is remarkable for illuminated manu- 
scripts and early printed books, many of 
which Sir William exhibited at the rooms of 
the Society of Antiquaries in June and De- 
cember, 1861, when he gave his two ad- 
dresses to the Society on the subject.
